SYNOPSIS 


Mr. Kool (Ed Bernard) is a calm, alert, tough, intelligent and understanding policeman. He covers the toughest section in the city of 
Galveston .. the ghetto, and no one will argue the fact that the heart of the community belongs to Mr. Kool. 

Among his following are the Dudes,a Teenage gang headed by H.J. (Ahmad Nurradin), and including Monk (Owen Pace), A.P. 
(Nelson Sims), Mau Mau (Kenneth Bell), and Gri’ Gri’ (Kim Dorsey). The Dudes’ hangout is a clubhouse which they have fixed up in an 
old abandoned train freight warehouse. It’s here that Mr. Kool will usually lecture the gang when he finds one of them breaking the law 
or heading for trouble. Like most gangs, the Dudes have no particular love for cops. But Mr. Kool is different .. he’s human! An 
unofficial member of the gang is Tommy (Anthony Wilson), H.J.’s five-year-old brother. 

One night Tommy spots Mr. Kool and decides to follow him. Suddenly an unknown assailant jumps out of the darkness and guns 
down the officer. Then the killer begins to cut up the dead policeman until he is distracted by Tommy’s scream. Seeing the child, 
without hesitation the killer points his gun and fires. It doesn’t go off and before the killer can reload, he is frightened away by the 


sounds of someone approaching. 


H.J. and the gang, hearing the shots come on the run. H.J.’s sigh of relief in finding Tommy unharmed is momentary as he now sees 
Mr. Kool’s body. The sounds of police sirens cue H.J. to order the gang to split. Enroute home, H.J. realizes that Tommy’s inability to 
speak is due to his shock at witnessing the murder. This means that the killer will be out to get Tommy, and the youngster should be 


guarded at all times. 


At home H.J., not wanting to worry his grandmother, Mama Wes (Frances Williams), doesn’t tell her the real reason for Tommy’s 
silence. The next morning they take Tommy to the health clinic for treatment. There, Dr. Johnson (Glynn Turman) explains that 
Tommy can overcome the traumatic shock but it will depend on the amount of trust, patience and love he receives. 

The funeral for Mr. Kool is a somber event attended by hundreds. Among the mourners are Mr. Kool’s widow (Gloria Calomee) and 
an honor cordon of grim-faced policemen. The soul-searching sermon and service is given by Rev. Brown (Bessie Griffin). 

Outside the church, H.J. and the gang vow to catch the killer. They owe that much to Mr. Kool. 

Later, at the clubhouse, they are visited by Strokes McGee (Mwako Cumbuka), an older dude. With his help, it’s concluded that the 
only way to get a line on who the killer is will be to get a look at the pictures in Mr. Kool’s arrest files. This can only be done by 
breaking into the police station. Strokes suggests H.J. get the help of Vega (Richard Yniguez), a Chicago gang leader who knows the 


ins-and-outs of the station better than the police. 


H.Jj. and Vega plan for a mock fight to be staged between blacks and chicanos as a means of drawing most of the police away from 
the station. They sneak into the station and get Kool’s files. The ruse works and within minutes they are back out in the street and going 


their separate ways. 


At the clubhouse, H.J. discovers that the records have no mugshots, preventing Tommy from identifying the killer’s picture. H.J. 
assigns each of the gang one suspect to check out. The scenes that ensue take the youngsters into numerous and dangerous situations. 

The first solid tip comes from Francine (Angela Gibbs), H.J.’s girl friend, who tells him about two homosexuals, Billy Most (Lincoln 
Kilpatrick) and Maria (Craig Campfield). It’s information that incriminates Billy Most and takes H.J. and the gang to Maria’s apartment 


where they discover Maria hanged. 


Returning to the clubhouse, they discover Francine has also been killed and Tommy is missing. They track Tommy and Billy Most 


to the pier. 


The surprise arrival of H.J. and the gang gives Tommy a chance to escape from Billy Most, whose paranoic behavior is evident as he 
suddenly breaks down and cries. It’s a pathetic sight as the police arrive and take a sobbing Billy Most into custody.

Ed Bernard is Mr. Kool in 
“Together Brothers” 


The most important role in the Sandy Howard production, “TOGETHER 
BROTHERS” is that of Mr. Kool, since the entire story is predicated on the 
death of this black policeman. Mr. Kool is the sort of character that can only 
be portrayed by a strong, intense actor who can communicate with an 
audience by action as well as dialogue. Such an actor is Ed Bernard. 


Bernard, a_ broad-shouldered, 
slim-hipped six-footer, was born in 
Philadelphia, on the 4th of July. His 
childhood included attendance at 
Benjamin Franklin High School and 
later enrolling in the business school 
at Temple University. His indepen- 
dent approach toward life, which his 
family and close friends credit to his 
birthdate, kept him restless and 
somewhat unsure of his goal in life. 
Bernard obviously couldn’t adjust to 
the business world since his needs 
were far more competitive. But what 
were his needs? 

It was a family friend and 
neighborhood minister, Rev. Arthur 
Sparrow, who first took note of 
Bernard’s yearning to settle in the 
proper vocation. It was then that the 
good Reverend encouraged Bernard 
to pursue the theatre. This was a 
place that could very well absorb the 
talent and energy Bernard had to 
offer. 

It was the right decision for 
Bernard, who later enrolled at the 
Hedgerow Theatre School and 
Herbert Berghof Studio, as well as 
studying voice under Fran Bennett at 
the noted Tyrone Guthrie Theatre in 
Minneapolis, Minn. 

His first stage experience was in 
repertory theatre at Tyrone Guthrie, 
where he appeared in such pro- 
ductions as ‘“‘Ceremonies in Dark Old 
Men,” “A Man’s A Man,” “Oedipus 
Rex,” “As You*Like lt,’ ‘Time Of 
Your Life” and “‘The Blacks.” 

Later, Bernard moved on to New 
York to appear on stage in “The 
Boston Party at Annie Mae’s House,” 
“Young, Gifted and Black,” ‘Five 
On the Black Hand Side” and “‘Jazz- 
nite.’ While in Gotham, Bernard also 
gained television experience through 
soap operas ... “The Doctors,” 
“Another World,’ ‘‘As The World 
Turns,” “Somerset” and “One Life 
To Live.” He also appeared in the 
CBS special ‘Witherspoon’; played 
an important role in “Roots, Resis- 
tance, Renaissance’ on National 


Educational Television, and co- 
starred in the CBS pilot, ““The Chair- 
man.” 

However, it was a motion picture 
in 1972, ‘Across 110th Street,” 
starring Anthony Quinn, which first 
brought Bernard to Hollywood. Since 
that time he has made his home in 
Hollywood and has accumulated film 
credits in such pictures as “Hot 
Rock,” “‘Shaft,” “Where Angels Go, 
Trouble Follows,” ‘‘Sweet Love 
Bitter,’ ‘‘Hospital,” ‘‘Mortadella,” 
and “Trader Horn.”

“Together Brothers” Pits Black 
Teen Gang Against Cop Killer 


“TOGETHER BORTHERS,” a Sanford Howard Production which Rébert 
L. Rosen produced and William A. Graham directed, is a suspense drama that 
deals with a ghetto gang of youngsters in Galveston, Texas, who take it on 
their own to catch the killer of a cop. The 20th Century-Fox release premieres 
Boats ispsiscets Atihes... 405 <u... neater 


While the premise denotes more 
action than drama, the Jack DeWitt 
and Joe Greene screenplay also 
makes for a tender and poignant film 
sprinkled with light humor. And, 
though the picture is primarily cast 
with black performers, with some 
minor script changes the roles could 
very well be played by any racial 
group. 

A similar type of film produced 
back in the ‘40’s would have been 
something like “Dead End” which 
starred the Dead End Kids, a white 
gang of youngsters who lived in the 
poor section of the city. In those 
days the ‘‘ghettos’” were called 
“slums.” Since that time, over 30 
years ago, nothing has really changed. 
The poor are still poor -- only the 
nomenclature has changed.

“TOGETHER BROTHERS” are that 
of a five-year-old and five teenagers, 
it was imperative that Executive Pro- 
ducer Sandy Howard and Producer 
Robert L. Rosen assign the proper 
director to helm this story. William 
Graham was obviously tailored for 
this assignment, as he had just 
completed a Robert Radnitz pro- 
duction, “Where the Lilies Bloom,” 
also involving children. 

When first viewing the young- 
sters who star as the ghetto gang, one 
would never guess that acting is 
where it’s at, present and future, for 
all of them. 

Ahmad ©<“Ace’” Nurradin, 
15-year-old teenager from New York, 
plays H.J., the gang leader in the 
film. The 5’9” tall, dark-eyed young- 
ster is not only making his motion 
picture debut but this is also his first 
professional acting job. He presently 
attends Music and Arts High School 
in Manhattan, majoring in music, 
voice and speech. He is an avid sports 
fan and excels in basketball. 

Nelson Sims, 15-year-old from 
Los Angeles, was born in Selma, 
Alabama, and recalls that he was one 
of the youngest participants in the 
Selma-Montgomery Freedom March. 


Although this is his first motion 
picture, Nelson has been studying 
singing and dancing for several years. 

Owen Pace is a 155-lb., 5’8”’ tall, 
17-year-old born in Chicago and 
raised in Los Angeles. His mother is 
singer Jean Pace, married to Oscar 
Brown, Jr., the entertainer. 

Kim Dorsey, 15-year-old from 
Los Angeles, also marks his first ex- 
perience in motion pictures. Kim has 
had previous experience before the 
cameras in several television com- 
mercials. 

Kenneth Bell is the most 
experienced member of the 
“TOGETHER BROTHERS.” He is 
18 years old, resides in Los Angeles, 
and has been in films for about ten 
years. His first film was at the age of 
eight when he acted and sang with 
Bing Crosby in “Robin and the Seven 
Hoods.” He has since worked in 
numerous commercials, in addition 
to “Make Room for Granddaddy” 
with Danny Thomas on television 
and the theatrical film, ‘Cincinnati 
Kid.” 

Ed Bernard, one of the most 
dynamic young black actors to hit 
the screen the past three years, plays 
Mr. Kool, the policeman who is 
murdered. 

Frances Williams, one of the 
oldest black actresses still working, 
plays Mama Wes with such realism 
that the film youngsters adopted her 
as their own Mama. 

Lincoln Kilpatrick, a dynamic, 
tall actor who emotes in the true 
tradition of the legitimate theatre, 
enacts Billy Most, the paranoid killer 
in the film. Superbly frightening and 
pitiful is the genuine characterization 
Kilpatrick delineates as Billy Most. 

Bessie Griffin, the renowned 
gospel singer, plays Rev. Brown in 
the very important church funeral 
sequence for Mr. Kool. 

Galveston, an island seaport on 
the coast of Texas along the Gulf of 
Mexico, was the location site for the 
filming of the production.

Galveston boasts many firsts, but 
the “ilningeesot TOGETHER 
BROTHERS” in the summer of 1973 
marked the first time a full-length 
motion picture was produced in the 
city.

In the film, screenplayed by Jack 
DeWitt and Joe Greene, Tony plays 
the role of Tommy, brother .to teen- 
age gang leader H.J., played by 
Ahmad Nurradin.

Tony’s part runs throughout the 
film. He is the child who witnesses 
the murder of a well-liked black 
policeman. Because of the traumatic 
shock in witnessing this tragedy, he 
temporarily loses his voice. In the 
end, of course, he regains his speech, 
but that’s after a long and suspense- 
ful chase involving the killer, played 
by Lincoln Kilpatrick. 

Tony attends church regularly in 
his home town and is now entering 
the first grade of public school. His 
mother, Ella Mae Wilson, also makes 
her acting debut in the picture in the 
role of a character called Mad Nellie. 

Tony Wilson’s father works for 
the Garrett Industrial Supply Com- 
pany in southern California, and 
teaches Sunday School class at their 
local Baptist Church. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson also operate a main- 
tenance company in Carson, Califor- 
nia. 

As for Tony’s hobbies and what 
he likes to do best, it’s simply ... 
play, play, play and more play. As an 
actor, and as he grows up, he’ll find 
that actors also love to play, and for 
pay too.

Lincoln Kilpatrick 


Lincoln Kilpatrick, one of the more formidable black actors gracing the 
motion picture screen, plays the most difficult character role of his career in 
the Sandy Howard production, “TOGETHER BROTHERS,” premiering 
epEfecSae se ieee cee AVHUNC! sc 2.cc-cockss esas eee ALT eC. 

As the paranoid homosexual killer Billy Most, Kilpatrick is called on to 
create a character who is both frighteningly insane and yet also sympathetic. 


Kilpatrick was raised in Anchor- 
age, Alaska, where his father, a con- 
struction worker, moved with his 
family when Lincoln was nine. His 
mother opened a nightclub, the Wyo 
Club, and between helping her and 
acting in high school plays, Lincoln’s 
interest in the theatre grew. Interest- 
ing to note is the fact that Kilpatrick 
showed signs of wanting to be an 
actor as young as three years of age. 

At that tender age, he appeared 
in a church Christmas pageant in his 
home town of St. Louis, Missouri. “‘It 
must have taken my mother a month 
to teach me my line, ‘I’m Santa 
Claus’ helper,’ but the moment I 
delivered it and heard the applause, I 
knew then that was what I wanted, ” 
Kilpatrick recalls.

After serving in the U.S. Army, 
Kilpatrick went to New York where 
he entered the American Theatre 
Wing. While studying there he was 
cast in a small role in “Take A Giant 
Step” where he met his wife-to-be, 
Helena Ferguson. After graduation he 
appeared in such plays as “A Raisin 
in the Sun,” “Deep are the Roots,” 
**Slaves,” ‘‘The Blacks,” and, on 
Broadway, “Blues for Mr. Charlie.” 

All this time Kilpatrick had to 
have other jobs in order to support 
his wife and children, Eric, now 
twenty-three, Lincoln Godfrey, 
eleven, who was named after best 
friend Godfrey Cambridge, and 
DaCarla, nine. Kilpatrick never for- 
gets driving a taxi to support his 
family. This is what he did while he 
was with the Lincoln Center Reper- 
tory Company for the 1965-66 sea- 
son. 

Kilpatrick’s fortunes as an actor 
began looking up when he replaced 
Robert Hooks in “Hallelujah, Baby,” 
a successful Broadway play, and did 
several months of the television soap 
opera “Love of Life.” Shortly there- 
after he decided that he may have a 
better future in Los Angeles. He 
moved there with his family in 1968 
and since that time has worked 
actively in television and motion 
pictures, appearing in such films as 
“Stiletto,” “Cool Breeze,” ‘‘Sheila,” 
“The Omega Man’’ and ‘Soul 
Soldiers,” and in television episodes 
of “Ironsides,” ‘‘The Bold Ones,” 
and “‘Medical Center,’ among others. 

One of Kilpatrick’s greatest 
ambitions has been realized since he 
co-founded the Kilpatrick-Cambridge 
School of Theatre Arts which is head- 
quartered at The Burbank Studios.

Prizes other than tickets to “TOGETHER BROTHERS” such as baseball bats, 
basketballs, etc., can be promoted. Set the tourney for at least three weeks in advance of your playdate and 
announce the winners in newspapers, radio and TV as the competition progresses. Screen the film for police 
personnel to generate their enthusiasm for the promotion.
